At the end of 3 minutes and 27 seconds, 
totality was over. Mildred immediately 
made the comment that this experience 
was certainly worth the long journey, It 
was like a meaningful religious realiz~ 
ation of some kind = a kind of thankful- 
ness for the sun, 


As I prowled around after the eclipse, 

I heard the professor say to one of his 
students: "Did you see that solar flare?" 
Apparently a solar flare occurred during 
the eclipse. ;
